WATCH FOR THE COMET. 

Cambridge, Mass., March 12) Hal- 
key’s comet may now be seen on nights 
when conditions are favorable with the 
aid of an ordinary field glass. Prof, 
E. (. Pickering, director of the Har 
vard Oeservatory, says: “The comet 
is at present in the twilight region. It 
is in the line of the sun, and its bright- 
ness dimmed by the lustre of the 
great centre of the solar system. Be- 
sides, it has not yet attained its great- 
est size, Whermit makes a traverse of 
the sun it will have attained its mani 
mum brilliancy. That will be on May 
18. It will be visible all through April. 
but will be at its brightest in May. 

About that time, if clouds do not ob- 
scure it, it will beadazzling sight. 
About a third of the heavens will be 
colored with a fiery gold. Its great 
Hashes of light will play from one part 
of the heavens to another, and the 
scenes will be remembered for genera- 
tions. Halley’s comet has been noted 
for its brilliant displays, 

There is absolutely no danger to the 
earth from the comet. The earth is 
going to shoot through its tail like a 
cannon ball through our atimosphere. 
The idea that any harm will -omefroim 
the poisonous = glass ridiculous, 
When the comet is nearest the earth 
we shal] be 14,000,000 miles away.”

FIRST CHILDREN’S BOOKS. 


Sheets of Horn Protected the Pages 
From Soiled Fingers. 

The earliest English book for chil- 
dren was “Ihe Babies’ Book, or a 
Lyttl Report of ‘How Young People 
Should Behave." The horn books ex- 
isted in Blizubeth's reign. The writ- 
ing was covered with a sheet of horp 
ip order to protect the lettering from 
contact with dirty Angers. 

The chap book contained most of 
the famillir opursery rhymes and sto- 
ries which have uppertained to pursery 
lore for generations. They exhibit 
very crude woodcuts, often daubed 
With inapproprinte color, and the com- 
monest paper ws a rule was used. They 
were hawked about by the chapman or 
peddler und only up few pence 
apiece. 

They served to perpetoate such fa- 
millar ditties as “Sings a Song of Six 
pence.” which dites from the six- 
teenth century: “Three Blind Mice.” 
in use, with music, in 1600; “The Frog 
and the Mouse,” in existence in 1580, 
and “Girls and Boys Come Out to 
Play.” which was sung by the vil- 
lagers in the time of Charles Il, “Lit- 
tle Jack Ulorner,."” we know, is older 
than the seventeenth»century, and last, 
but not least, “Lucy Locket,” the tune 
from which originated “Yankee Doo- 
dle.” 

A few of what were called “battle- 
door books” have been handed down to 
us. They were three Jeaved cards 
Which were folded up into oblong 
pecket shaped volumes. These taught 
reading and numerals in the dame 
schools in town and country. The lit- 
tle gilt is they were called, 
adorned ov the outside with gilt Dutch 
paper colored flowers, were much 
prized gift books of that period. Chil- 
dren were employed coloring such pie- 
ture books by hand, one child doing all 
the red in the series of illustrations, 
anotheg all the blue. ahd so on. Of 
connie gnuined precision by repeti- 
tion, DEF we very often tind the tints 
overlapping as ff carried ont by an in- 
experienced hand.—London Queen,

LIGHT AND THE EVES 


We Do Not Alwzy: Sec Things 
as They Really Are. 


COLORS WE CANNOT DISCERN 


Normal Vision Is Not Able to Pene- 
trate to the Regions Beydhd the Vio- 
let-—Some Results That Have Been 
Attained With the Camera. 


Those of us whe ore fortunate 
enough to possess normal eves are apt 
to feel instinctively that we see things 
as they are. Thix is «a mistake. The 
appearance of the werld at large is 
merely the result of the circumstance 
that the Luman eve perceives only a 
comparatively small part of the total 
radiation which comes from the sun 
or isgiven out by a lamp. 

To make this a little clearer we may 
consider one of the oldest experiments 
in optics, the passage of a ray of light 
through a prism 

When a beni of sunlight passes 
through a prisin of glass such as is 


| often found on old fashioned chande- 


bow colored bund upon the wall. 


liers the rays are spread out, forming 
a spectrum, which we see as n rain- 
The 
colors of the spectrum merge into one 
another by  insensible gradations. 
though the older physicists were in 
the habit of recognizing seven—red, 


orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo and 


violet. 

These colors which the eye perceives 
are by no means the only ones present 
in the spectrum. If we perform the 
experiment in a dark room ‘and place 
a photographic plate in such a position 
as to receive the image of the spec- 
trum we find that it extends to a con- 
siderable distancé beyond the violet. 

In other words, there is a region be- 
yond the violet which the eye cannot 
gee, but which the sensitive plate is 
able to photograph. This region is 
termed the ultra violet, and the light 
from virtually all sources contains a 
greater or Jess amount of this ultra 
violet light. 

The only difference between this ul- 
tra violet light nnd ordinary visible 
light is in the length of the wave. 

hich is, in fact, the only difference 

tween the different colors of the 
visible spectrum. If, instead of using 
a glass prism for forming our spec- 
trum, we use one cut from a quartz 
crystal we tind that the ultra violet 
spectrum is very much longer, which 
shows us that the shortest waves of 
light are not transmitted even by the 
clearest glass. 

If your eyes were sensitive to this 
region of the spectrum instead of to 


the other the appearance of things 
would appear black, our windows 


would be as opaque as sheets of iron. 
and polished silver would resemble 
anthracite coal. In other words, things 
appear as they do merely from the cir- 
eumstance that in the process of evo- 
lution our eyes have developed a sensi- 
bility to a certain region of the total 
spectrum of the light which comes to 
us from the sun ” 

If we have used av ordinary oloto- 
graphic plate in our experiment we 
sball find that it has reeeived no im- 
pression from the red and yellow parts 
of the spectrum and very little from 
the green, The plate therefore suffers 
from the same defect as our eve. It 
is sensitive only to a limited region
